IftHt week, the civil cases »et. fov |he next 
regular term are also lo be heard Ibis week, 
owing to t'ie fact chut in both criminal and 
civil oouris there are lew cases to try. Mon- 
day wua a busy tiny, uud before court ud- 
juurned in the evening several nml tors of 
moment came np. 
lu his change -to tlio 


Gmid Jury Judge Verkes made Ilie state- 
ment Hint there had been an alauningin- 
oreuse in iliunkenness in tliu county in the 
last lew years. 
Men known to lie habitual 


drunkards were frequently to be seen upon 
the streets and railways in an intoxicated 
oordition, and diunkenness seemed to be 
upon the increase. 
All this, the court said, 


indicated thai the Constables were not doing 
their duty and that the landlords were not 
observing the law. 
Constable Taylor, of 


Aillcboro, was called before the court and 
abked why he did not return an athletic or- 
ganization of th.it infant borough fur viola- 
tion of the liquor law. 
The Constable re- 


plied that he was unable to tiiid that such an 
organization existed, and that he haJ also 
enJcavoied lo discover whethei lire charges 
against the uiembeis were true. 
The court 


askcJ him wheiher he intended to try the 
(Man, anil I hen directed that a rule be entered 
to allow cause why he should not be pro- 
ceeded against. 
The District Attorney was 


directed to investigate the case. 
The court 


also instructed the Guuid Jury to examine 
iulo the condition of a street in Duylestown 
borough leading from the court house to the 
jail, staling thai it was in bad condition, antl 
that the jury might indict the Towa Council 
of the borough for maintaining a nuisance if 
they deemed the case warranted such action. 
Constable Schiable, of Tiuicuin, was given a 
day lo investigate, at his own expense, the 
condition the index boards in that township, 
the court staling ihat it was well known thai 
they were not all in place. 
The Constable 


had stated that so far as he knew the boards 
were all right. 
Thus there was a grand 


shaking up all around for a short time. 


Seveial cases were disposed of on Monday, 


one of them a very important case in (hut it 
miiy serve as an example to others. 
It was 


that of the commonwealth against Edward 
Henderson, a coloiod man who pleaded 
guilty to assault and battery with iuteul to 
commit rape and assault and buttery with 
iuteul to kill, and larceny and receiving 
stolen goods. 
This negro was the brute 


who had gone to the home of William Terry( 
at Cornwells, where 
he 
attacked 
Miss 


Ulauche Terry with evil intent, but was 
frustrated by the courage of another womau, 


Mrs. 
Lauteibach. 
Henderson, alter thrust- 


ing his fingers down Miss Terry's thioat un- 
til the blood jdoweJ from her moulh, gagged 
her with a towel he had used as a mask. 
Mrs. Latilerbuch, her daughter and Miss 
Anna Mitnor came upou the scene aud were 
conlronted by the negio, who thrust a re- 
volver in their faces, aud subsequently 
locked thorn in the room. 
Mrs. Lauterbach 


leaped from a window and summoned help 
and the negro was captuied. He had no de- 
tense to uiake in oourl and was sentenced to 
23 years in the Penitentiary, all that the 
law would permit after additional charges of 
assault weie made against him in court by 
Miss Lauterbaoh aud Mias Milnor. 
The 


court remarked that it would like to sen- 
tence him tor life. 


George Walker, Frank Girvin and George 


Lower, quite young boys, were sent to the 
Huntingdon Keforuiatoiy for breaking into 
a It-eight car aud stealing some banana* and 
committing a nuisance Kbout the Kockhill 
station, ou the Heading railroad. 
Henry 


llabeiistdn, William Hopkins and John 1). 
Glenn, their youthful companions, pleaded 
guilty to the same offence, but as they had 
never been in trouble before were released 
alter giving bonds in the sum of $'200 to be- 
have in future. 


Hubert Aliens, also colored, pleaded guilty 


to burglary committed at the residences of 
Thomas and Charles Nusbit, of Cornwells, 
and was sentenced to eleven years and six 
months in the Penitentiary. 


George Pelerman, colored, a worthless 


character who has resided near Yard ley, was 
sent to the Penitentiary for Ihiee yeats and 
&ix months for stealing a $12 horse which tie 
bad first tried 10 buy on the instalment plan. 


Charles Soberer, of Warminster, for as- 


saulting Henry McCluskey, of that town- 
ship, and disturbing « religious meeting, 
was givtn two mouths in (he county jail. 


Tuesday was also a busy day in court, 


and a number of important rases were dis- 
posed of, finishing Ihe criminal business of 
the week. The matter of greatest interest to 
the public was the report of the Grand Jury 
in relation to the matters referred to<above, 
the jury acting upon the Court's suggestion 
in relation to the Recorder's fees and the 
condition of streets in Duylestown. borough. 
The report and the Court's comments- upon 
the same appear in full in another cjlumii.

ber 20 was imposed. 


Frank Cornell and Eugene Burnett, (wo 


youths who were the first trolley wire 
thieves t) be caplured in Ibis county, were 
convicted of stealing wire on Ihe Bristol and 
Philadelphia line, aud as an example to their 
kind \vere given five years in the peniten- 
tiary. A letter written by Burnett while in 
jail told his companion what (o say to deceive 
the Courl, and the young man was very 
much chagrined to flud that this epistle hail 
fallen into the court's hands. 


Upon the earnest petition of his sweetheart

sentenced to two years last term, was re- 
duced so that he will be at liberty in another 
month. 


It has been publicly stated that County

MALOI.OS, P. I., Sept. 26, '99. 


Dear Sister—I now sit down to write (o 


lei you know that I atn well, and I hope you 
all are the same., I received the letter that 
you wrole in June and this is the firs! chance 
I have had to answer it. 
You asked me to 


wrile and tell yeu about this Island and the 
natives. 
The natives aro not. black like the 


African negro but are more like a mulatto. 
There are 27 provinces on this Island of Lu- 


zon, And there is a different tribe in each 
province and they all mai ry among them- 
selves excipt the Tagolas, who inter-marry 
with the Chinese. The Macabebes arc the 
most refined tribe of the lot, and they aro 
also the only friendly tribe on the island. 
They are a tine looking lot of people ; their 
features are regular and some of them are 
:nietty. 


The only while woman I have seen in four 


mouths was General Joe Wheeler's daughter 
as she passed through here the other day on 


or way to Angelos. There are tribes of the 
people here that I believe have nefer seen a 
white man. 
They are called the Gugus. 


Aguinaldo got hold of a bunch of them last 
June and they made an attempl to charge on 
the Utah baltery with bows, arrows anj. 
spears, and when the shells got to bursting 
among them they did not know what to do, 
jut they quickly fled and went back into the 
mountains. The Macabebes are fighting for 
the Americans. The U. S. authorities are 
furnishing the natives in the town of Maca- 
bebes with arms so they can guard them- 
selves. 


We need a good many more soldiers over 


here as it takes all here now to guard whal 
they liavo taken. There is not much fighting 
5oiug on now ; they are holding off until af- 
.er the laioy season and until they get more 
troops over here. 
We have a skirmish every 


olher night or so. The insurgents sneak up 
aud attack the out-posts but they are easily 
driven off. They attacked au engine up the 
road about four miles from heie about an 
hour ago. 
The engine just came bj here 


and it was riddled with bullets. There were 
about six Americans wounded. My company 
is now doing guard duty at Malolos, the old 
Filipino capital. 
The house that Aguinaldo 


ived in is still standing, but most of the 
stone houses^were knocked down and de- 
stroyed by the Filipinos before they were 
driven out of the town. 
In every town they 


mve got a fins big church. 
The church on 


Chestnut avenue is not iu it with' some of the 
churches here. 


We are living in an old round-house by 


the railroad. I must close now, hoping this 
letter will find you all as well as it left me.

Recorder of Deeds William P. Wright, upon 


recommendation of the Grand Jury iu its re- 
port, was yesterday indicted on the charge 
of collecting extortionate tees. 


The accusation was made by Samuel F. 


Stover, of Perkasie, who laid the matter be- 
fore the Court, and it was later turned over 
to the Grand Jury for investigation. 


Mr. Stovur claimed that he sent to Re- 


corder Wright a request for searches against 
the property of Allen G. Mayer, in Petkasie 
ISorough. 
The searches were made, and the 


result forwarded by Recorder Wright to Mr. 
Stover, together with a bill for $10. 


Mr. Stover considered this exorbitant, 


and, after looking over Ihe fee bill, forward- 
ed Mr. Wright a check for $2, 


Recorder Wright wrote back to Mr. Stover 


that unless he paid the additional $8 he 
would proceed to collect -it by some other 
means. Thereupon, Mr. Stover paid Ihe $8 
under protest aud forwarded all the cor- 
respondence to the Court. 


Judge Yerkea read th'e letters and state- 


ments to the Graud Jury, 
lie said he pre- 


ferred that whatever action was necessary 
should come through the Grand Jury. 


The Court said the fee bill gave the Re- 


corder only 20 cents for each search, aud if 
there were twelve mortgages the charges 
should be $2.40.' II' the deeds could be in- 
cluded in the charge it would amount to 
$4.80. 
TliR searches were not certified, 


therefore there could be no charge for a 
certificate. 


A true bill was found against Mr. Wright 


in the afternoon, and he entered in his own 
recognizance in the sum of $300 to appear 
at the February term of court.

The frock 
conl \\hicb ho woiv during his spells on 
shoie was n protest against the sea, nnd 
he hated not only the bi-u, but nil things 
thiit won- in the sea, cspi-oially rock 
liKhlhoiiH"s, nnd of all rock lighthouses 
especially the liiihop. 


"The Allimtir'H as smooth as a ball- 


room floor." said lie. It was n clear, still 
drij, and we wore sitting among the goise 
on the top of tlie Garrison, looking down 
the sea toward the wost, 
Five miles 


from the Scillios the thin column of the 
Bishop showed like a coitl strung taut in 
the sky. 
"But out theic all mound the 


lighthouse thoic are ulilios twisting and 
twisting without any noise, nnd extraor- 
(] inn lily quick, and every other second, 
jiou hero, now thoie, you'll notice the sea 
dimple, nnd you'll hoar a sound, like a 
mim hiccoughing, and nil at once thoie's 


. n w ickod black whirlpool. The tide runs 
wu-n mill'" nn hour pnst the Bishop. But 
in another year 1 have done with her." 
John GarMin noddod across from St.

No; I wasn't 
on the Bishop when the bell went, but I 
was there when n wave climbed up from 
the base of the rock and smashed in tho 
glass wall of the lantern and put the 
light out.

ing tumble of gray and white water as 
fai as the eye could stirtch. 
I was In 


tho lantern, reading 'It's Never Too Late 
to Mend.1 I hud come to where the chap- 
lain knocks dov, n the warder, and I waa 
thinking how I'd like to have a go at 
thai warder myself, when all the guns 
in the world went off together in my 
uni-i, nnd there was I, dripping wet nnd 
fniily sliced with splinters of glass, nnd 
Tho wind blowing salt in my face, nnd 
tho lamp out, and a bitter gray light of 
moi ning. as though there never, never 
had been nuy sun, nnd all the dead men 
in the sea shouting out for me a hundred 
feet bcloiv." 
And Gnrstin shivered and 


roso to his feet. "Well, I have only one 
inoie winter of it." 


"And then?" I asked. 
"Then I get the North Foreland, nnd 


tho trippers come out from Margate, nnd 
I live on shore with my wife. 
And, by 


tho way, I wnnted to speak about ray 
boy. 
lie's getting up in years.

"What shall 
we call him?" Mrs. Gnrstin had asked 
some 15 years before.

Gmstin had replied after n moment of 
reflection, so Leopold he was named. 


Mrs. Garstin was a buxom, unimagina-

COLORADO'S BURNING MOUNTAIN. 


A Glotv of Conl and Gna That Hag Not 


Coused Daring it Ceiitnry. 


A mountain vrliich has been on fire for 


more tiinn 100 years is situated just 
west of, Newcastle, Colo. So close is it 
that itfc shadow envelops the town at 5 
p. in., niid yet the people thereabouts 
think no more of it than of the beautiful 
Grand i iver which washes the feet of the 
huge pile where the fare has buined so 
Ions. 'J'o the tenderfoot, however, the 
glittering patches of deep red fire, where 
it breaks out'ou the side of the nio-nttain 
and is <>xposod to view, there is 'nothing 
in nil the state quite its equal. 


The lire is fed by a big vein of coal 


which the mountain contains. Just how 
the conl became ignited is not known. 
The oldest resident says it was on fire 
when hi- came, and the Ute Indians, who 
once lived there, say it was burning 
many j ears before the first white man 
crossed the continental divide. The sup- 
position is that the foal was ignited by a 
forest fire at nn early date in the present 
century. It has smoldered and steadily 
burned until this day. At night when the 
moon K dark is the best time to see the 
fire. Then it is that it resembles the re- 
gions of iufeino as given us in the word 
painting of Dante. The earth covering 
the coal is loosened by the heat niid falls 
away, ( xposing the sheet of fire. 


The escaping gas probably assists in 


stripping off the rooks and dirt, and 
whcreviT the vein of conl approaches the 
surface the file can be seen. The fil&t 
fire I saw was fully 50 feet square. 
It 


hail n peculiar red tint, while the burning 
gas coming up at _the base of the coal 
vein added a briglft blue coloring to the 
scene. In many places the surface of the 
mountain has sunken, showing where the 
fire 1ms burned out its course. 


Efforts have been made to extinguish 


•the file. Some time ago a company which 
owns a large amount of coal land con- 
structed a ditch from a point several, 
miles above the mountain, into which it 
succeeded in turning the water which 
goes to form Elk cieek. 


Previously n shaft had been sunk in 


the mountain, and into this shaft the 
water was permitted to flow. The shaft 
was soon filled, but the fire was nbpve 
the leve-1 of the water, and the ett

HISTORY OF THE LEAD PENCIL. 


Interesting; Faetn Al>ont a Stoat 
Pop- 


ular Instrument. 


The lead pencil, the most common of 


all writing implements, is somewhat over 
200 years old. The term "lead pencil," 
however, i« a misnomer, as, in a mmeral- 
ogical sense, theie is not a particle of 
lead in its composition. The lead pencil 
originated 
with the discoveiy of the 


graphite mines in England in 1064 dur- 
ing the reign of Queen Elizabeth. 
As 


graphite so greatly reseinbh d galena, the 
German name for which was bleiglanz, it 
was given the name of blei. or lead. 


In the early days of lead pencil making 


the graphite was sawed into thin sheets 
and cut into strips smaller and smaller 
until they were of a size to be covered 
with light wooden slips and thus serve as 
pencils. 
The first pencils created much 


excitement. The graphite mines of Eng- 
land were considered of inestimable value 
and were protected by law. 
But there 


was great waste—first, in digging, for 
many of the pieces were too small f .r cut- 
ting, and again in the manner of cutting 
the graphite, which was so crude that 
half the material was lost. 


So a binding substance had to be in- 


vented. 
Glue, gum, isinglass and other 


substances were tried, but the graphite 
was only rendered hard and brittle and 
of uneven hardness. 
Its marks were 


faint and indistinct,* and in those days if 
the point broke it was quite an undertak- 
ing to sharpen it again. First, the wood 
had to be cut away and the graphite 
heated over a light to soften it, after 
whicn it was drawn to a point with the 
trngers. 


In 1795 Conte, a Frenchman, come on 


the idea of using pulverized graphite and 
binding clay. This discovery resulted in 
pencils of varying hardness, according to 
the amount of binding clay added, and 
each pencil was of exactly the same 
hardness throughout its length, 
Soon 


after this discovery improvements fol- 
lowed in mixing, rolling nnd shaping the 
graphite composition, which was cut into 
lengths, placed in a warm oven to harden 
and finally Incased in wood, as Been to- 
flftyi—8t, LQUJO Globe-Democrat.
